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The Court Says No 


Surely few Americans, not even the most 
fatuous Southern segregationists, expected 
the United States Supreme Court to do any- 
thing but sustain integration in Little Rock, 
as the court has done in a unanimous decision. 


Despite the brevity of the order overturn- 
ing a long delay in integration at Central 
High School, there is no doubt about the is- 
sues involved, or about the court’s answer 
to them: 

Could Arkansas, its governor or a mob 
“frustrate the constitutional rights of these 
children,” as Chief Justice Warren asked? 
The court said No. 

Could a state, its governor or a mob chal- 
lenge the authority of the-Supreme Court? 
The court said No. 

Could violence be permitted to stay court 
orders, overrule constitutional law and post- 
pone integration, in Little Rock or anywhere 
else? The court said No. 

Could the popularity or unpopularity of 
constitutional issues rewrite the meaning of 
the law or sway judicial judgment? The court 
said No. 

Every member of the Supreme Court joined 
in this emphatic rebuke to the segregation- 
ists, including two Justices from the South 
and three Justices who were not members of 
the court at the time of its initial integration 
decision in 1954. They asked searching ques- 
tions. They heard Solicitor General J. Lee 
Rankin assert that the nation was watching 
to see whether lawlessness—the real provoca- 
teur of the Little Rock case—could win a day 
in court. It did not win. 

Finally, in again supporting the legal right 
to equal education, the Supreme Court also 
focused critical attention on the one man who 
more than any other inspired the Little Rock 
suit, yet did not enter directly into it—Gov. 
Orval Faubus. 

Instead of now abiding by the national law, 
the Governor of Arkansas has chosen a 
course of continued defiance. He is using 
recently-passed state legislation to shut down 
Little Rock’s four high schools. He has called 
an election to permit voters to show whether 
they want integration. He has done all this, 
he says, to avoid violence and to preserve 
law and order. 

The Governor's arguments, if not his ac- 
tions, are a joke. If he wanted to avoid vio- 
lence and preserve law and order, he would 
keep the schools open and enforce the law. 
The Constitution belongs to Arkansas as 
much as to any other state. The Governor 
and people of Arkansas have a right to’seek 
changes in that law, but a local referendum 
cannot justify defiance of the Constitution 
as it stands. 

At this point Gov. Faubus has invited a 
new test of his authority against that of the 
Federal Government. There.can be only one 
answer to such a test. The sooner that answer 
comes, the sooner Orval Faubus should be- 
come known as the defeated champion of a 
lost cause. 

Meanwhile the Governor is shirking his 
responsibility to the people of Arkansas, par- 
ticularly the young people of Little Rock, 
by closing some of the state’s better schools. 
In falling back on his “massive resistance” 
legislation, Gov. Faubus discredits not in- 
tegration but public education. 


Frankness on Taxation 


Mayor Tucker and City Comptroller Poelker 
were speaking with the voice of experience 
when they advised the city-county freeholders 
to be frank about the effect which any pro- 
posal they may make will have on taxation. 
Both men knew that the charge of higher 
taxes was used twice to defeat a new city 
charter. And they also had in mind com- 
plaints about taxes which followed the crea- 
tion of the Metropolitan Sewer District and 
the county police force, regardless of the 
value of those new services. 

Consolidation of area-wide services logical- 
ly suggests an over-all reduction in taxation. 
Yet this actually could mean an increase in 
some communities. Additional services over 
a wider area, of course, might mean higher 
rates for all. Nothing specific can be said 
until the freeholders decide on a specific 
plan. When they do, they should be the first 
to spell out the tax implications—and in de- 
tail. Opponents should not be given a chance 
to raise a false issue. 

Speaking of the city’s possible re-entry into 
the county, the Mayor emphasized that this 
“must be devised so that our citizens do not 
pay more taxes for the same services they 
receive today.” St. Louis voters have the 
feeling that they already are providing much 
—museums, parks, zoos, streets and other fa- 
cilities—which benefits county residents, and 
the suggestion that they share the cost of de- 
veloping suburban areas would be resented. 
The freeholders, we are sure, have nothing 
of the sortin mind; but they must make this 
clear. If their eventual proposal will provide 
additional services for city residents, they 
should make that clear, too. 

Full information will disarm unscrupulous 
opposition, But it is mandatory also that the 
voters be told the cost of any proposition they 
are asked to approve. 


Two Sloops and the Old Mug 


Those dogged British seagoers have been 
speaking deprecatingly about their chances 
of winning the America’s Cup in the races 
that begin off Newport, R.I., on Sept. 20. 
There is even the rumor that they have been 
sailing their majestic Sceptre about with a 
bucket trailing in order to create a false sense 
of security among observers. If so, they just 
might be one up on us for it seemed to take 
all that our Columbia had built into her, plus 
the most wily tactics of the crew, to beat the 
veteran Vim in the defender finals that ended 
this week. ; 

Anyway, our Columbia and Britain's Sceptre 
it is to be in the best four out of seven for 
the cup that isn’t a cup. For the 107-year- 
old trophy, the “old mug,” symbol of world 
yachting supremacy, looks much more like a 
sub-Mycenaean amphora. Has any sport 
aroused such intense competition and cre- 
ated such drama as have the matches for this 
odd-looking Cup? The fun all began in 1851 
when the Yankee schooner, America, unex- 
pectedly won a race around the Isle of Wight 
with British boats., Since then the Cup has 
remained at the New York Yacht Club as a 
perpetual challenge trophy. 

That grand old man, Sir Thomas Lipton, 
spent $15,000,000 in his five challenges. Then 
Tom Sopwith tried in 1934 and 1937. That 
was the last of the 16 efforts to take the Cup 
from Yankee hands. In the intervening 21 
years, economy has taken over and the 135- 


fy 


footers of Lipton’s day have given way to the 
12-meter class, about half the size of their 
predecessors. Columbia and her crew have 


proved themselves supreme thus far in this . 


class. 

It was in heavy seas that Columbia outdid 
the veteran Vim. She slugged into white- 
crested swells with less bucking and pitching. 
Such weather is expected off Newport during 
the period of the races. Her crew, which had 
to satisfy the selection committee not a whit 
less than Columbia, should be equal to the 
task ahead. Sceptre, if she is towing a bucket, 
is going to have to do more than merely cut 
it loose to win. 


Culture in the Capital 

Washington is the nation’s political but not 
its cultural capital. Those who paid close at- 
tention in the closing hours of Congress know 
that this may now be changed. At almost the 


- last minute, House and Senate adopted the 


Fulbright-Thompson bill authorizing the es- 
tablishment of a national cultural center of 
the performing arts. This means that real 
“show biz’—drama, ballet, music, opera— 
may be brought to Washington. Represent- 
ative Frank Thompson of New Jersey finally 
persuaded his colleagues that their constitu- 
ents would not retire them for having cast a 
vote for ballerinas and flautists. 

Even so, Congress was pretty careful. It 
sanctioned the use of eight acres of Govern- 
ment land in Foggy Bottom (plenty of park- 
ing space) for a suitable building—if $25,- 
000,000 in private funds is raised in the next 
five years to cover construction costs. If 
done, the Government will have halls to rent 
for plays and concerts. There is, of course; 
no thought that it should become a producer 
in the European manner. 

The performing arts in the United States, 
however, should have enough vitality to do 
the right thing by the capital, given the 
physical facilities. The American Institute 
of Architects has offered its services, free, 
in the designing of the building. And a 
cheering number of citizens are sure the 
necessary money will be raised. 

So in five years or less, it may be possible 
for the President to suggest to a visiting 
Prime Minister that, if he will settle for a 
quick bite of supper, there is time enough 
to get to Foggy Bottom before the curtain 
goes up on, say, Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fon- 
tanne. And Washington’s voteless citizens 
also may enjoy the play—if they ordered tick- 
ets early enough. 


Progress Toward Oct. 31 


The prompt decision by the United States, 
Britain and Russia to meet in Geneva for the 
conference Oct. 31 on suspension of nuclear 
tests is a small good augury but nevertheless 
a welcome one. At least these efforts are not 
bogging down in niggling disputes over place, 
time and agenda such as have bedeviled re- 
cent attempts at international discussion. We 
shall hope that the spirit of rising above petty 
preoccupations will persist beyond Oct. 31. 

The United States was quite right, we be- 
lieve, in rejecting the Russian proposal of a 
two or three week time limit. In the same 
spirit that Abraham Lincoln said a man’s legs 
ought to be long enough to reach the ground, 
we can say the conference should be long 
enough to produce results. 

May all sides now go to Geneva, not with 
the idea that someone is going to win and 
someone else is going to lose, but with the 
determination to reach constructive com- 
promise. 


The Essential Ingredient 

Most baseball managers can figure their 
job security rating in a second or two simply 
by looking at their team’s position in the 
league standings. So it may have been in- 
evitable that Fred Hutchinson of the Cardi- 
nals should become the subject of the specu- 
lation which conventionally precedes the fall 
of the ax. The sentence, politely called a 
resignation, is rarely a matter of justice or 
even of wisdom. It is just the wolf-howl of 
frustration. 

It would be mighty hard to prove that 
Hutch had anything to do with the McDaniel 
boys’ inability to pitch, or the failure of Wally 
Moon and Del Ennis to hit as they have hit 
in other campaigns. 
Hutch did not tell his third-base coach to 
keep Redbirds from scoring while Sad Sam 
Jones was pitching like a Christy Matthew- 
son. But only one team in a league can win 
a pennant, and that can mean trouble for 
any or all of the managers of the other 
seven clubs. 

This season trouble seemed to perch above 
the Cardinal dugout like Poe’s raven or Cole- 
ridge’s albatross. The wing-flapping of those 
mystical birds sent breezes through the ball 
‘park ‘which were too cool for comfort even 
in the dog days. It’s not ours to speculate 
whether the birds were egged on by anybody. 
But the frequent changes in the line-up sug- 
gested a nervousness incompatible with the 
“looseness” which wins ball games. And one 
of the chief functions of a manager is to 
take the rap. 

So it is good to know that there are wel- 
come signs out for Hutch elsewhere in the 
majors and in the minors. Fans still think 
highly of Hutch—and wish him luck. They 
wish luck to his successor, too. It’s the essen- 
tial ingredient of success in the managing 
trade.

Yet, as we remarked in June, “The 
power of a Governor—any Governor 
—to appoint a judge is complete, 
arbitrary, all-inclusive in the munic- 
ipal and superior courts, and vir- 
tually so in the appellate courts.” 

Once the man gets on the bench, 
short of death or disgrace, he has 
it made. You can count on the 
fingers of one hand the number of 
appointed state judges who ever got 
unseated in a subsequent election, 
even when they patently had not 
been doing a good job. 

When the A.B.A. sought a tough- 
language resolution demanding that 
federal judgeships be taken out of 
political patronage, United States At- 
torney General William P. Rogers 
demurred. Nominations by “an in- 
dependent commission” of lawyers, 
rather than by the President on ad- 
vice of the Attorney General, would 
expose judicial appointments to a 
different set of pressures, he said.

LAWYERS GUILD

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13— 
The Department of Justice yes- 
terday abandoned a five-year 
effort to put the Nationa] Law- 
yers Guild on the Attorney 
General's list of allegedly sub- 
versive organizations. 

The department asked the 
United States District Court | 
here to dismiss a suit by the} 
Guild to stay off the list. It 
said the suit no longer had any 
purpose because the depart- 
ment was giving up the effort | 
to list the Guild as subversive. 

This follows little-publicized | 
actions in the last year in which 
five other organizations were | 
dropped from the Attorney 
General's list. 

Founded in New Deal. 

The Lawyers Guild was 


founded in 1936 by attorneys— 


many of them associated with 
the New Deal—who considered 
the existing national legal 
group, the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, excessively reactionary. 

In its earlier days many Gov- 
ernment lawyers were members. 
The Guild had about 3500 mem- 
bers at its peak, before internal 
disputes over Communism be- 
gan in 1939. It has recently 
estimated its membership at 
1500. 

The move to put ihe Guild | 
on the so-called subversive list | 
was made on Aug. 27, 1953, by 
Herbert Brownell Jr., then At- 
torney General. He charged 
that it had been led since 1946 
by “card-carrying Communists 
and fellow-travelers.” 

In its motion yesterday the 
department explained that a 
“comprehensive analysis of the 
case” concluded that evidence | 
now available for a hearing | 
“fails to meet the strict stand- | 
ards of proof.” 

One reason for this lack of 
evidence, the motion said, was 
that in the long proceeding 
some of the proposed witness- 
es have died or otherwise be- 
come unavailable. 

History of List. 

The Attorney General's list 
was first published -in 1948, 
in the Truman Administration. 
Its original purpose was to 
help Governmept agencies de- 
cide what employes might be 
disloyal or security risks, but 
it has been generally used: to 
discredit the listed organiza- 
tions. 


Last fall, when a suit reached | 


the Supreme Court, the Jus- 
tice Department dropped the 
Association of Lithuanian 
Workers and 
Lithuanian Workers Literary 
Association from the list. 

Last month, after lengthy 
hearings in the department, it 
dropped the Independent So- 
cialist League. the Workers 
Party and the Socialist Youth 
League. 


COLLEGE COURSE 
TO BE OFFERED ON 
NATION-WIDE TV 


ONEONTA, N. Y., Sept. 13 
(AP)—The nation’s first coast- 
to-coast television network pro- 
gram offering a coliege course 
and college credits will begin 
Oct. 6. The subject will be 
atomic physics. 

The experiment is sponsored 
by the American Association of 
Colleges for Teacher Education 
and is financed by the Ford 
Foundation and its Fund for 
the Advancement of Education, 
and by industry. 

The National 
Co. will carry the half-hour 
program on its network five 
mornings a week. Colleges af- 
filiated with the Association of 
Colleges for Teacher Education 
will grant academic credits to 
students who successfully com- 
plete their studies. ‘Washing- 
ton University and St. Louis 
University are not among those 
included.) 

The atomic physics program 
will be designed primarily for 
high school teachers. A person 
who wishes to take the course 
for credit will enroll in 
member college or university 
and will report to that institu- 
tion to take examinations.
